It is always deplorable when on 
old-established, old-fashioned, and 
wellsknown bookshop closes its 
doors, for there are too few real 
book-shops. This Easter, says The 
Observer, the famous Brighton 
book-shop of H.-and ,C. Treacher 
‘has quietly closed down.'. The 
premises have been sold, and will 
become a part of Hannington’s 
drapery stores, and the ‘sole 
proprietor. Mr. Thomas Treach 
fetires after a busy, life. - ‘ 

Treacher's, from {ts position at a 
point that loaks out, beyond Castle 
square’ to the Steine Gardens, 
and leltward"to the Gate-of Re- 
membrance at, the. entrance to the 
Pavilion Gardens—one of the great 
busin ‘sites of -Brighton—has 


ptrhaps alwiys been the most pro- | 


minent in the eyes of visitors of 
the few Brighton book-shops, The 
business. was established about, 
1850; and -was at’ first carried 
on in‘one of three shops, all of 
which were later absorbed, It 
belonged at one:time to Mr. Ws. 
King, ‘later Sir Henry Seymour 
ing, and head of the famous 
Indjan hanki: ¢ firm. In the hands 
of a later owner it was not success- 
ful,, and “Mr, °C. Treacher was 
appointed to manage it on behalf 
of the creditors. With his brothér, 
Mr. H. Treacher, he purchased it, 
and it has, been carried on under 
the familiar name cver since. « 

Its associations with well-known 
men are numerous, All the famous 
Brighton parsons’ from 
Robertson to.R, J. Campell have 
frequented it, and 
visitors have been: innumerable.
